Curators 
Amended to Permit 
Entry When Lincoln U. 
Doesn’t Provide Equiva- 


lent Instruction.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2—The 
Board of Curators of the Univer- 
‘pity of Missouri today recom- 
mended that state laws be amend- 
ed to permit admission of Negro 
students to state-supported institu- 
tions of higher education in those 
divisions where instruction afford- 
ed by Lincoln University, the 
school for Negroes, is not equiva- 
lent to the instruction given by 
state schools. 

Speaking for the curators at a 
hearing conducted by the House 
Committee on Equal Rights, Board 
President Allen McReynolds re- 
quested that the committee recom- 
mend to the 1949 Legislature en- 
actment of necessary legislation. 

The State Constitution enacted 
in 1875 provided for separate pub- 
lic schools for Negroes. Section 1, 
Article 9 of the new Constitution 
adopted in 1945 specifies: “Sepa- 
rate schools shal] be provided for 
white and colored children except 
in cases otherwise provided by 
law.” 


Reviews Litigation. | 


Emphasizing that “the Consti- 
tution specifically places any de- | 
viation from state policy in the 
hands of the General Assembly,” 
McReynolds reviewed litigation 
over the controversial question of ' 
admitting Negroes to Missouri in-| 
stitutions of higher learning. 

“It is the board’s understanding | 
that the Wnited States Supreme | 
Court and _ subordinate federal 
courts have held that, under the | 
Federal Constitution, it isi the duty 
of the state to supply opportuni- 
ties and fkcilities for education 
to Negro students which are sub- 
stantially equivalent to those af- 
forded to white students,” he de- 
elared. 

The board of curators, McReyn- 
olds continued, recognizes two im- 
portant points in this connection: 

(1) The federal courts can 
compel admission of Negro stu- 
dents to the university or other 
state colleges where there is no 
substantially equivalent school 
facilities available in Negro 
state institutions. 

(2) The Legislature can mod- 
ify the present policy of the 
state. 

“In the light of the established 
law and all of the facts,” McReyn- 
olds declared in a prepared state- 
ment, “the Board of Curators ex- 
presses the opinion that it would 
be wise for your committee to rec- 
ommend to the General Assembly 
that the laws of the state be 
amended to provide that state- 
supported institutions of higher 
education admit Negro students in 
those divisions and curricula 
where instruction of equivalent 
character is not afforded by Lin- 
colin University.”

City has colleges of arts and 
ecionce, and journalism, maintains 
ep law school] in St. Louis and has 
divisions of education, agriculture, 
home: economics, music and me- 
chanic arts. It does not offer 
cources in medicine, mines and 
mietallurgy, engineering or gradu- 
ate work in teaching. The univer- 
sity has more than 1200 students, 
of whom 434 are from other 
states. 

McReynolds said Lincoln Uni- 
versity suould be kept as a sepa- 
rate institution.

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An investigation of all types of 
gambling in St. Louis county has 
been started by the county grand 
jury, carrying out instructions is- 
sued by Circuit Judge Raymond 


E. LaDriere when the jurors were 
sworn in Oct. 23. 

The jury, which held its eighth 
meeting yesterday, has given some 
time to other investigations, and 
devoted several sessions to hear- 
ing witnesses in the gambling in- 
quiry. Among the latter witnesses 
were Sheriff Arthur C. Mosely, 
whose deputies were able to find 
only three slot machines in the 
entire county at a time when 
more than 200 machines had been 
slyly put in operation; reporters 
from two St. Louis newspapers 
and one county publication, and 
Allan McD. Goodloe, unsuccessful 
Democratic candidate for Prose- 
cuting Attorney. Goodloe, defeat- 
ed by Prosecuting Attorney Stan- 
ley. Wallach, voiced charges of 
gambling and liquor sales to mi- 
mors in his campaign speeches. 

Infiltration of slot machines in 
the county was revealed following 
publication in the Post-Dispatch 
that a slot‘machine syndicate in- 
stalled seven machines in Sunset 
Country Club and had reaped a 
harvest of nickels, dimes and quar- 
ters over the Fourth of July holi- 
day. Locker-room conversation 
was that club was splitting the 
profits 50-50 with the syndicate, 
which professed to ways of pre- 
venting interference by law-en- 
forcement agencies. Deputies sent 
to the club reported the machines 
had disappeared. 

Prosecuting Attorney Wallach 
has announced he also would ask 
the grand jury to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation of carnival 
gambling. Among the evidence to 
be presented will be a _ Post- 
Dispatch news story and photo- 
graph of a dice game conducted 
under the eyes of uniformed po- 
licemen at a Glendale carnival for 
the police and firemen’s pension 
fund last August. Wallach and 
Sheriff Mosely pledged a cam- 
paign against gambling at all 
carnivals tallowing publication of 
the Post-Dispatch story, and dep- 
uty sheriffs were instructed to ar- 
rest operators of any carnival 
prizes were given.

NANKING, Dec. 2 (AP)—The 
Chinese Government told foreign 
diplomats today it has “no inten- 
tion to remove the capital” despite 
the critical military situation on 
Nanking’s approaches on the 
north. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said French Ambassador Jacques 
Meyrier, dean of the diplomatic 
corps, replied that heads of mis- 
sions have decided to stay in 
oe | 

The Chinese spokesman said the 
Government would help remove 
other members of diplomatic mis- 
sions who wish to leave because 
of Communist armies reported 
advancing in the area between 
Suchow and Pengpu. Outnum- 
bered Government forces in the 

area are separated. 

(The United Press said three na- 
tionalist army groups from Su- 
chow smashed into the rear of 
Communist forces at Suhsien to- 
day and forced an abrupt halt to 
the Communist drive on Nan- 
king.) 

Battle in Pengpu Area. 

Heavy fighting was reported 
near Pengpu, 100 miles northwest 
of Nanking and on the rail line 
between this capital and Suchow. 

Claire Chennault’s China Air 
Transport pilots, who dropped rice 
bags at isolated Suchow, reported 
the Communists were within one 
mile of the city. The pilots, re- 
turning to Shanghai, reported 
thick columns of refugees stream- 
ing westward out of Suchow and 
fires raging a mile to the north 
and four miles to the southeast. 

The Chinese Communist radio 
claimed the capture of Suchow in 
a broadcast heard in Nanking. 
The Communists said the city fell 
yesterday. 

The Suchow garrison of 250,000 
had abandoned the big Nationalist 
base in an effort to relieve the 
trapped Twelfth Army Group to 
the south, in the Suhsien sctor. 
Reports Wednesday said the gar- 
rison troops were blocked by Red 
forces 25 miles south of Suchow. 

Air reconnaissance reports 
showed that the Twelfth Army 
group of more than 100,000 men 
was compressed by the Reds into 
an area seven miles in diameter, 
130 miles northwest of Nanking. 
Chinese air force transports 
dropped supplies to the imperiled 
force, which is believed to be 
short of food. . Air observers re- 
ported the Twelfth’s positions were 
fortified and apparently well or- 
ganized.

surance Cites Complaints 
Against Practice. 


A ruling of the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, against need- 
less cancellation and rewriting of 
fire insurance policies in connec- 
tion with real estate transfers, 
was made public today by city 
and state insurance organizations. 
Supt. Owen G. Jackson issued the 
ruling Nov. 22. 

Jackson said he had received 
complaints that a number of in- 
surance agents and brokers had 
made it a common practice, in 
connection with realty transfers, 
to cancel policies of other brokers 
and agents “at every opportunity” 
and rewrite the insurance them- 
selves. In one instance reported, 
a piece of realty was transferred 
four times in a year, and a new 
policy was written each time, at 
the expense of the policyholder. 
“Where the original insurance is 
adequate both as to amount and 
kind of coverage,” the superin- 
tendent said, “there can be no 
redson or motive for such cancel- 
lations other than one. of profit to 
the agent or broker securing the 
business for himself. Such prac- 
tice results in loss‘to tHe assured, 
and to the original agent or 
broker, because the commission is 
charged back to him. In most in- 
stances the assured is not even 
told that he is sustaining a loss. 
Such practice is not in the interest 
of policyholders and should be dis- 
continued.”

President Truman’s economic ad- 
visory council informed him teday 
| that there has been a “flattening 
out of some prices.” 
| Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, the chair- 
man, called at the White House 
to give Truman a repcrt on the 
group’s studies. Afterward, he 
told reporters he informed Tru- 
man that the price situation ap- 
pears to be brightening. 

He added: 

“They (prices) don’t seem :to be 
jumping through the ceiling.” 

Dr. Nourse recently was named 
by Truman to head a Cabinet co- 
ordinating committee to plan the 
anti-inflation vrogram which the 
Administration will submit to the 
new Congress next month. 

Nourse came from Truman’s of- 
fice carrying a batch of charts 
and graphs on the price situation. 
He said he had gone over them 
with the President. 

Nourse said the charts record 
a “creeping advance” in the rent 
field, but show “food has had 
quite a downturn and is now mov- 
ing down at a somewhat slower 
rate.” 

As for clothing, he said, “there 
has been a softening (of prices) 
on quite a number of clothing 
items.” 

Asked whether the current situ- 
ation added up to a more encour- 
aging picture of the price situa- 
tion, Nourse replied: 

“T think so.” 3 

He said, in reply to another 
question, that Truman “was very 
much gratifiea” by his report “be- 
cause he is deeply concerned” by 
the price situation.

Chinese Reds. 

China’s desire for swift Ameri- 
can action was heavily emphasized 
by Ambassador Wellington Koo in 
a speech before the China Insti- 
tute in New York late yesterday. 
The same theme probably will be 
stressed by- Mme. Chiang, wife of 
the nationalist President, who ar- 
rived here yesterday. She gave no 
hint of her plans, however, before 
going into seclusion at the Lees- 
burg, Va., home of Secretary of 
State and Mrs. George C. Marshall. 

“As the grave situation stands 
today, time is of the essence,” Koo 
said. “It may be a little late, but 
it is not too late yet.” 

He asserted the Chinese are 
fighting the battles of the United 
States and all other non-commu- 
nist countries in their war against 
the Chinese Communists.

DETROIT, Dec. 2 (AP)—Budzget 
Director James E.*Webb said to- 
day federal spending next fiscal 
year threatens the Government 
with a deficit unless taxes are ‘in- 
creased. 

Webb interrupted his work on 
the budget President Truman will 
present to Congress next month 
to address a meeting of state gov- 
ernment officials at their ninth bi« 
ennial genera] assembly. Z 

He said in his prepared speech 
that 1950 spending would top this 
year’s 42 billion dollars, adding:, . 

“This means that under present 
tax laws we face the possibility 
of a deficit at a time when a sur 
plus is needed to help curb infla- 
tionary pressures, reduce the pub- 
lic debt, and provide some reserve 
against the unpredictable hazards 
of a world not yet at peace.” \‘rr 

Webb added that “not only the 
Federal Government but also 
many of the states and their sub- 
divisions face deficits. . 

Reduction in Tax Yield. . 

“It is true high prices and high 
employment have increased tax 
yields,” he said, “but the rate of 
this increase appears to be slack- 
ening off, whereas the demands 
for governmental services are 
still increasing.” a 

. Webb attributed the Federal 
Government’s rising cost outlook 
chiefly to “almost certain” ‘in- 
creased spending for national ‘de- 
fense, the European Recovéry 
Program, and interest on the pub- 
lic debt. , 

Increased outlays there, he said, 
promise to outweigh reduced costs 
of veterans’ programs and tax reé- 
funds. ' 

“The hard and inescapable fact 
is that our federal budget is large 
and is most difficult to reduce be- 
cause our commitments are 
large,” Webb said. 

Fixed Commitments. 

He cited federal grants to state 
and local governments as “one of 
the segments of the federal 
budget in which there is little 
possibility of adjustment in any 


| one fiscal year.” 


“Of the 42 billion dollars for fis- 
cal year 1949 (which started last 
July 1), $1,900,000,000 or nearly.5 
per cent is for these grants in aid. 
From the point of view of federal 
budgeting, nearly all of this is a 
fixed commitment.” 

Webb said these items include 
almost one billion dollars for pub- 
lic assistance over $400,000,000° for 
highways, $130,000,000 to adminis- 
ter welfare program, and $75,000- 
000 for school lunches. Ol? 

Commitments already made will 
increase next year’s spending-on 
several of these programs as weil 
as‘for airport and hospital con- 
struction, he said.

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Free Diabetes Detection Tests — 
In City and County Next Week 


Persons Over 40'Who Are Obese or Have 
Diabetic Relatives Urged to Take 
Advantage of Opportunity. 


A diabetes detection drive will 
open here Monday and continue 
through the week. Principal fea- 
ture of the campaign, part of a 
national drive, will be the offer 
of free tests to everyone in the 
city and county who wishes to 
learn whether he has diabetes. 

Urine specimen bottles will be 
distributed at 350 drug stores co- 
operating in the campaign. Per- 


‘sons will be asked to return the |: 


bottles to the same store, with 
their names, ages and addresses, 
Then tests for sugar will be made 
in a special laboratory in the St. 
Louis Medical Society building 
each day. Results of the tests 
will be mailed to the individuals 
concerned, If the test is positive, 
the person will be urged to see 
his doctor. 
Persons Over 40 Years Old. 

Men and women over 40 years 
old, those who are obese and those 
who have diabetic relatives, are 
urged particularly to send in sam- 
ples, Dr. Cyril M. MacBride, secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Clinical Dia- 
betes Society, said. 

His organization is sponsoring 
the local observance of diabetes 
week, with the co-operation of the 
city and county medical societies, 
the Mound City Medical Forum 
(society for Negro physicians) and 
the Retail Druggists Association. 

“Patients with mild forms of 
diabetes,” Dr, MacBryde said, 
“may have few or no symptoms. 
Everyone should be tested because 
anyone may have the disease and 
not know it.” 

Dr. W..A. Younge, president of 
the Mound City Medical Forum, 
predicted a large proportion of the 
estimated 12,000 unknown diabetics 
in the city will be found in the 
Negro population. 

Drug stores co-operating in the 
campaign will display banners 
reading: “You may have diabetes. 
Free test Dec. 6-11. Ask inside.” 
Cards announcing the drive have 
been placed in 400 streetcars and 
busses. 


On a television program broad- 
cast today by KSD-TV from 


Barnes Hospital to Kiel Audi-|- 


torium, Dr. Howard ‘Root of Bos- 
ton, chairman of the National 
Committee on Diabetes Detection, 
outlined the campaign to physi- 
cians attending the interim session 
of the American Medical Associ- 
ation. 

He said St. Louis has the most 
completely organized plan of any 
large city in the new drive against 
diabetes. - 

Dr. Elliott P. Joslin of Boston, 
honorary president of the Ameri-. 
can Diabetes Association, who will 
lecture on diabetes at 9:30 a.m. 
tomorrow before the A.M.A. meet- 
ing, said St. Louis is one of the 
first large citieg to attempt a sur- 
vey of the general population for 
the disease. 


Pilots studies have disclosed 
that the disease is much more 
common than realized heretofore. 
In Oxford, Mass., a town of 3500 
population, 40 persons were known 
to have diabetes. Thirty more 


were discovered who had the dis- 


ease but did not know it. 


Tests Show New Cases. 

In Jacksonville, Fla., 3169 per- 
sons were examined and 47 new 
cases found. Among those tested 
were 753 relatives of diabetics. 
About four times as many cases 
were found among the relatives as 
among the general population. 

In Brookline, Mass., 3650 persons 
were tested and 60 new diabetics 
found. 

The American Diabetes Associa- 
tion estimated 1,000,000 persons 
have the disease and know it and 
1,000,000 more have diabetes but 
are unaware of it. 

The local drive will not include 
any requests for public subscrip- 
tions of money, the St. Louis Clin- 
ical Diabetes Society announced. 
Expense of the first campaign is 
being borne by physicians, drug- 
gists and other interested persons.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2— 
State Representative Roy Hamlin 
of Hannibal was selected today at 
a caucus of the Democratic ma- 
jority members of the House of 
Representatives to be speaker of 
the House subject to formal elec- 
tion when the 1949 Legislature 
convenes Jan. 5.

Although not a member of the 
Legislature, Charles Binaggio, 
Kansas City Democratic ward 
boss and representative of. the 
Capone wire race service there, 
was in attendance at the caucus. 
His presence excited comment 
among observers, since it is vir- 
tually unprecedented for a polit- 
ical boss who is not an office- 
holder to participate in such a 
meeting. 

“I just came down because I’m 
interested in the organization of 
the House,” Binaggio said as he 
emerged from a caucus session, 
“and I brought some of the new 
Kansas City members who are 
friends of mine with me in order 
to introduce them around.” 

Asked whether he was interest- 
ed in promoting legislation which 
would permit horse racing in Mis- 
souri and pari-mutuel betting, 
Binaggio replied: “I don’t know.”

Following testimony from Her- 
bert Bennin, branch manager of 
Loew’s Inc. in St. Louis, that some 
375,000 persons saw the picture in 
this area, the trial was recessed 


until tomorrow. 


Mrs. Walcher contends she was 
portrayed as the “so-called love in- 
terest” in the motion picture. She 
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testified yesterday that she had 
asked to see a copy of the script, 
but had not been given one. Both 
the book, by William L. White, and 
the picture dealt with the activi- 
ties of the famed Motor Torpedo-

In a letter which she received 
April 16, 1945, from Kelly, she tes- 
tified he congratulated her on her 
release from a Japanese prison 
camp in Manila, and said he 
hoped the moving picture, then in 
production, would not expand the 


ship beyond the book and would, 
if possible, play it down. 

Kelly mentioned he had read 
the script and signed a release at 
the request of his superiors, but 
he believed the screen play vio- 
lated the terms of the release, she 
said. 

“They will probably be after 
you to obtain a release,” she read 
from the letter. “You are extreme- 
ly foolish not to make them pay 
plenty for your release.” 

Kelly also mentioned he had 
been married since his return to 
this country and hoped he would 
be able to have her meet his 
wife. “I am deeply sorry for any 
embarrassment I have caused 
you,” she quoted. “I will never for- 
get the help you were to me out 
there on the Rock (Corregidor).” 

The former nurse was married 
in June 1946 to Bruce Walcher of 
Denver, Colo., a survivor of the 
Bataan death march.

Interior Secretary’ Krug said to- 
day that the Administration would 
eponsor an all-out program to de- 
velop Alaska as a military and 
economic stronghold. 

Krug declared ihat Alaska 
“must populated,” and that its 
agricultural and minera] resources 
mus’ be tapped. 

Complete rehabilitation of the 
Alaska railroad, construction of a 
vast highway network, assistance 
to miring projects and to emi- 
Srants are among the steps con- 
templated. 

Krug said all this will be done 
in close co-operation with the De- 
fense Department in its efforts to 
make Alaska an économically and 
militarily powerful bastion in the 
Pacific. 

Krug’s statement followed an 
announcement by Treasury Secre- 
tary Snvder that the Soventeonth 
Coast Guard District will be re- 
established in Alaska. 

Krug, who made it plain that he 
expects to remain in President 
Truman’s cabinet, said the time 
has come to sweep aside the diffi- 
culties which have left Alaska vir- 
tually an unpcopled wilderness.

‘AZI philosophy and aggression are on the upsurge in Germany, 
the Society for the Prevention of World War HI warns in its cur- 
rent publication, issued today. 

The society was organized before the end of the last war to help 
keep the public aware of the danger of permitting Germany to become 
a future threat to world peace. It has been critical of both the western 
powers and the Soviet Union in what it sees as their tendencics to 


relax their vigilance. The society’s

The organization, in the three 
years since V-E day, has seen 
many of its goals shattered by 
. the victors’ foreign policies. In 
the past it has repeatedly called 
for a program of control under 
which Germany's “war fangs” 
would be permanently withdrawn, 
decartelization would be carried 
out under strict Allied supervi- 
sion, re-education of the people 
would be undertaken along demo- 
eratic lines, and _ similar long- 
term peacé guarantees would be 
established, 

Instead, the society points 
ominously at the Anglo-American 
insistence on returning the Ruhr 

~—“the war fangs of Hitler’—to 
the Germans; at the return of 
power to known Nazis; at the 

“soft” treatment of many Nazi in- 
dustrialists, and above all, at what 
it deems a _ resurgence of the 
Nazi spirit of world conquest. 

Appeal to Truman. 

In an open letter to President 
Truman, the society this week 
pleads for a full investigation by 
the White House into lax handling 
of war criminals. 

“As Americans,” the society 
states, “cherishing and memories 
of our fallen heroes and never 
forgetting the millions who per- 
ished in Nazi torture chambers, 
we protest the commutation of 
the life imprisonment sentence of 
the German sadist, Ilse Koch. 

“We condemn with all the force 
of our conviction the suspension 
of the death sentences in the 
eases of 139 German war crim- 
inals, including 15 of Ilse Koch’s 
co-defendants ana 17 others con- 
victed of cold-bloodedly killing 
unarmed and defenseless G.I.s 
taken prisoner in the Battle of the 

Ize. 

“The circumstances surrounding 
the handling of these cases by 
American military authorities de- 
mand full investigation by you. 
The American people have not 
been told why for months Gen. 
Clay kept secret his decision to 
commute the sentence of Ilse 
Koch. Nor have they been told 
why Geh. Clay, without any pub- 
lic explanation, suspended the exe- 
cution of the 139 German war 
criminals, many of whom were 
sentenced to death by American 
military tribunals 11 months 
@zZ0.... 
eorheir barbarous crimes were 
proven by the overwhelming evi- 
dence presented by the prosecu- 
tion, by American G.I. survivors, 
and other victims. The Amer- 
ican military tribunals did not 
have any doubts of their guilt. It 
remained for the Secretary of the

American courts. Why? 
_ Secretary Royall Criticized. 

“Why has Secretary of the Army 
Royall taken this arbitrary action 
which flouts American public 
opinion and is a stain on Our na- 
tional honor? 

“It was Secretary Royall who 
in testifying before the — sub- 
committee on appropriations, 
March 2, 1948, admitted that he 
had no sympathy for the prose- 
cution of German war criminals 
in general. He told the commit- 
tee that had it been left to his 
judgment, the denazification trials 
would have been abolished alto- 
gether as early as Auzust 1947.. 

“Who can doubt that the solici- 
tude toward the Nazi war crim- 
inals has been substantially in- 
fluenced by the views of the Sec- 
retary of the Army? Contrary to 
Secretary Royall’s intimations, we 
are convinced that the American 
people will never profane the 
memories of those who were 
wantonly slaughtered by the 
Nazis. We know that the Ameri- 
can people, as well as the victims 
of German brutality and agegres- 
sion, demand that justice be done; 
that those who planned aggressive 
war, or who tortured and mur- 
dered their victims, be brought to 
account. 

“Is. not the shocking series of 
acquittals and the even more 
shocking series of one and two- 
year sentences for crimes, which 
in the United States would invoke 
the death penalty, sufficient evi- 
dence of improper influence in the 
war crimes trials? Whoever is 
responsible for the mitigation of 
the original sentences is reflecting 
gravely on the integrity of the 
American military tribunals. 
“The fulfillment of the high 
moral purposes which gave , hope 
and meaning to those who strug- 
gled against the German aggres- 
sor lies in America’s determina- 
tion to destroy Nazism. Let no 
one think: that we can aspire to 
leadership among nations through 
dollar appropriations without 
grounding such aid on the princi- 
ple of justice and respect for hu- 
man decency. Nor can we ‘hope 
to democratize Germany by white- 
washing the Krupps, Flicks and 
the Farben war lords—or by turn- 
ing loose the Nazi beasts with 
their infectious sadism. 

“Today, America’s conscience 
is on trial. It is being judged by 
a war-torn world. We dare not 
under-estimate the repercussions 
which will inevitably follow fail- 
ure to act on time.” 


U.N. GROUP VOTES 
FOR CONVENTION TO 
OUTLAW GENOCIDE 


Step Would Make Extermina- 
tion Racial, Religious 
Groups International Crime. 


PARIS, Dec. 2 (UP) — The 
United Nations Legal Committee 
yesterday ruled without dissent 
that genocide is a crime under in- 
ternational law. 

With eight nations abstaining, 
the committee approved with 30 
affirmative votes a convention de- 
fining genocide as the mass ex- 
termination of a racial, ethnical, 
national -or religious group.. The 
extermination by the Nazis of mil- 
lions of Jews would be an ex- 
ample. It was the first inter- 
national agreement in history to 
outlaw such acts in peace as well 
as in War. 

The convention is expected to be. 
adopted by the General Assembly. 

The. United States, China, 
France, India and most of the 
Latin American countries voted 
for the convention. The Russian 
bloc, Britain, and South Africa 
abstained. 

Russia warned that the conven- 
tion was an infringement on na- 
tional ro ses ett while a Brit- 
ish spokesman said his Govern- 
ment did not Sees it would ac- 
tually prevent the crime.

JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 2 (AP) 
—The color issue threatened today 
to split the South African coali- 
tion Government headed by Na- 
tionalist party leader Daniel F. 
Malan, 

The Nationalist party had indi- 
cated its intention to abolish 
representation and the right of 
Negroes to vote. 

N. C. Havenga, Minister of Fi- 
nance and leader of the Afrikaner 
party, told a party congress at 
Brakpan he will stand by the con- 
stitution and the entrenched 
clauses of the South Africa act, 
which safeguard the right of the 
natives to be represented in. Par- 
liament. The. entrenched clauses, 
also enable Negroes in the Cape 
of Good Hope to vote in the: gen- 
eral election if they own property 
and comply with other conditions, 

The Government’s plan to abol- 
ish native representation and vot- 
ing rights by a simple majority 
instead of a two-thirds majority 
in both houses of Parliament has 
become a major political issue. 

The Government lacks a ma- 
jority by one vote in the Senate 
and relies on the Afrikaner 
party’s nine votes in the Assembly 
for its. majority of 53. If the Na- 


tionalists press the issue to.a.vote 
the Government may collapse. 


They have pointed out that na- 


[> tionalist China is setting itself up 
in state enterprises which squeeze 


out American business with the 
same remorselessness as Chinese 
Communism. 


They have pointed out that 
though the Nationalist Govern- 
ment is far less corrupt than -the 
Communists represent it. to be, its 
policy in the field of taxation has 
been to print money instead of 
collecting it. Chinese inflation is 
not due to shortage of commodi- 
ties; it is a system of taxation. 

They have pointed out that the 
American Government, if it insists 
on pouring money into China, 
should at least take elementary 
precautions to sccure in return 
fair treatment for American busi- 
ness and a vast reform: in the 
whole Nanking system of inter- 
locking banks and government 
monopolies. 

The men on the spot, leaving 
strategic considerations to the 
military, have pleaded with Wash- 
ington to demand that national- 
ist China start paying for its own 
war as the Chinese Communists— 
to the covert admiration of many 
other Chinese—succeed in doing. 

These hardheaded suggestions 
get themselves buried in the files 
of the State Department. Amer- 
ican Ambassador Leighton Stuart 
recently denied that his dis- 
patches went unanswered, but it 
is privately ascertained that this 
denial was a face-saver.

This difficulty could in part be 
solved if Washington permitted 
the Italian government to charter 
or to buy prewar merchant vessels 
in the United States. The new 
Congress could offer assistance 
that would have even greater 
moral significance by authorizing 
Italy to obtain its unused immi- 
gration quota for the years be- 
tween 1941 to 1948. The total 
number of immigrants involved 
would not exceed 33, 


It seems incredible that at 
this critical moment in world 
affairs, when Italian recovery 
represents one of the few en- 
couraging developments in Eu- 


and 
when Italian friendship , the 
United States is stronger than 
ever before, the Administration 
should deliberately risk every 
one of these assets. Yet that: is 
precisely what the United States 
has done by announcing in the 
United Nations that it supports 
Great Britain’s demand for the 
administration of most of 
Italy’s former colonies. 


If this demand is granted, a 
body blow will be struck at the 
political regeneraticn of a nation 
which had already proved herself 
willing and able to play an en- 
lightened and constructive part in 
a new European federation, in a 
western European ajliance, and 
in the United Nations. It would 
permanently deprive Italy of the 
chance to settle a large percent- 
age of its surplus popvtfation in 
Libya and Eritrea, as well as of 
the commercial advantages which 
it would have derived from the 
administration of its former col- 
onies under the United Nations 
Trusteeship Council.

Continuing its bitter fight om what it calls 


“socialized” medicine, the American Medical As- 
sociation is planning to raise a $3,500,000 propa- 
ganda fund by a $25 assessment on each of 
its doctoremembers. The idea is to sell the 
American people so thoroughly on the merits of 
voluntary medical] plans like the Blue Cross that 
they will reject the Truman Administration’s 
proposal for universal health insurance. 

An eminent son of a distinguished doctor has 
already made the appropriate comment on this 
undertaking. Private health insurance, Bernard 
M. Baruch told the New York State Medical So- 
ciety, is good, but “it is not good enough.” Mr. 
Baruch also counseled the doctors against fight- 
ing the Government instead of co-operating with 
the Government to bring better health care to 
more people. 

If the A. M. A. would really examine the situ- 
ation, it would sce why voluntary plans are not 
good enough. : 

Hospitalization insurance covers only a frac- 
tion of the people. The kind of insurance that 
also pays the doctor’s bill covers a still smaller 
fraction. A section of organized medicine has 
worked to promote voluntary programs since 
the “threat” of universal health insurance 
loomed up, but the ceiling is limited. For finan- 
cial reasons, membership is restricted to certain 
age groups or income limits or groups of em- 
ployes. The rules automatically bar millions of 
Americans, such as rural people living far from 
doctors and hospitals. 

Good as far as they go, the voluntary groups 
rarely go beyond pzying hospital bills or bills 
for medical care in the hospital. They do not 
cover checkups and other measures to prevent 
illness. What it means to neglect preventive 
medicine shows up in the shocking statistics of 
selective service in World War II. At ages when 
men are supposed to be at their lifetime peak of 
health, 40 per cent of the men examined were 
defective. Five million—30 per cent—were re- 
jected, and another 1,500,000 were discharged 
for physical or mental disability. 

Inadequacy of medical care shows up in many 
ways. Illness outranks strikes 40-to-1 as a cause 
of lost working days. On the authority of former 
Surgeon General Parran, more than 300,000 
deaths a year might be preventcd by the ade- 
quate application of medical science. Half of 
the deaths in childbirth are believed to be pre- 
ventable. According to the A.M.A.’s own figures, 
two thirds of the people cannot afford the ex- 
pense of a serious illness. 

If the Government proposed to “take over” the 
medical profession, the doctors would deserve 
sympathy despite their failure to reach all the 

people. The Government proposes nothing of the 
sort. Patients would still choose their doctors, 
doctors their patients. The only thing compul- 
sory in compulsory health insurance is that, like 
old-age and survivor's insurance, carrying it is 
mandatory. What’s more, President Truman’s 
mandate of Nov. 2 indicates that Americans want 
this extension of social security into the field of 
health and medicine, and are willing to be taxed 
to pay for it. 3 

We do wish that, for once, the A. M..A. would 
quiet its nerves, stop and think the thing through. 
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A Fare Increase? 

It is up to the St. Louis Public Service Co. to 
prove its plea that the impending wage increase 
will cause it to lose money after Jan. 1. If this 
can be proved, it is entitled, of course, to the 
State Public Service Commission’s approval of 
an appropriate increase of streetcar and bus 
fares. 

When the company argues that the proposed 
increase will not result in more than a fair 


profit, however, it is trying to stampede the com- . 


mission into deciding a major policy question in 
the company’s favor. The value of the transit 
property is an unsettled question. Who knows 
what the value will turn out to be? 

The commission may come to the reasonable 
conclusion that the old ritual of “fair return on 
fair value” would penalize the public and 
pay exorbitant tribute to magnates who bought 
the system at distress prices and enjoyed a wind- 
fall in the wartime increase of patronage. The 
commission, that is, could apply the Hope case 
rule, in which the Supreme Court decided that 
rates need be only high enough to “enable the 
company to operate successfully, to maintain its 
financial integrity, to attract capital and to com- 
pensate its investors for the risks assumed.” If 
the commission applies this realistic standard, 
the company is not going to need as much money 
as it claims it does. 

The company deserves a fair hearing on its 
fare increase, but the commission has an obliga- 
tion to insist that it prove its plea on every point. 
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Housing construction is reported to have 
slumped. And some of the people who have 
bought houses already aren't exactly holding up.

High Cost of Housing 
Although’.the need for new housing has been 
hardly touched, voices within the industry pre- 
dict a decline in building. F. W. Dodge Corp., 
the fact-finding authority on construction, ex- 
pects 66,000 fewer family units in 1949 than in

foreclosures on the scale of the 1930s. 

“For months,” the Associated Press sums up 
its survey, “new -houses (at a price) have been 
readily available.” But in spite of the continued 
“easing” of credit for home buyers, moré and 
more people cannot pay the price. So the ironic 
prospect is again the one which came to pass 
after World War I, namely, a building slump 
long before millions of Americans have decent 
shelter. | 

Builders and mortgage bankers generally lay 
the blame on labor, but this is only a part of the 
truth. The cost of housing is chronically exces- 
sive. It was out of line with people’s ability to 
pay before the war, when building wages were 
much lower. The reason is that the building in- 
dustry has hardly touched modern -technology. 
Its great recent innovation is not in production, 
but the discovery that the Federal Government 
could be induced to eliminate risks, guarantee 
profits and enable buyers to take on more ex- 
pensive houses than they can afford to carry. 

- Today, as this policy approaches failure, the 
industry’s first thought will be its same thought 
of the last 15 years: to beg for larger public aids. 
The need for housing is too great to withdraw 
all aid and let the builders go into their 
between-booms hibernation. The new Congress, 
however, which has a fresh mandate in so many 
ways, can profit from the bad doctoring by its 
predecessors. It can taper off the narcotics and 
palliatives, and it can be hard-headed about 
making the industry strive to help itself in ad- 
dition to accepting government help. 
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The Eternal Barmaid

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A Call for Doctors 

The security of the United States in these 
troubled days depends to a major extent upon 
the readiness of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
to meet any eventuality. In order to be ready in 
time of peace, or to carry on in time of war, 
these men of the armed forces must have the 
services of completely adequate medical depart- 
ments. During the past year there has been 
great emphasis laid on the need for more doc- 
tors in the armed services, particularly the 
Army. 

This need was stressed right here in St. Louis 


this week at the American Medical AsSociation’s 


convention. . Brig. ‘Gen. George E. Armstrong, 
deputy surgeon general of the Army, bluntly 
warned that young doctors should prepare for a 
special draft into the armed forces if physicians 
do not volunteer in sufficient numbers to meet 
the shortage. Dr. George E. Lull, secretary and 
general manager of the A. M. A., said that young 
doctors have a responsibility “to uphold the dig- 
nity of the medical profession and enlist.” 

The A. M. A. Journal of last Sept. 25 contained 
an editorial stating that the Army definitely was 
hard hit by a doctor shortage and showing that 
the provision of the .best medical care to the 
services is one of the most economical steps 
since it lessens the total demand for men. It 
concluded: “The medical profession of the 
United States has a record enviable beyond that 
of any other medical profession in the world for 
what it has accomplished when the nation called. 
Lét us realize that now we can no longer wait 
until the enemy is at the gate. ' The time to pre- 
pare is in advance of the struggle, and the call 
has come.” . 

‘In line with this sentiment, Secretary of the 
Army Royall. announced last Oct. 1 that the ex- 


panding Army would require 3900 more medical — 
officers by next June. 


Is a: specific personnel shortage going to be 
allowed to hamstring the national defense pro- 
gram? An affirmative answer is inconceivable. 
The reviving of selective service means that our 
Army is to become more and more a civilian 


Army. Therefore itis only natural that the load

There are other factors in the South’s loyal- 
ty to the Democratic party—tradition, the 
bitter memories of the G.O.P. as the party 
of military occupation, the natural econom- 
ic identity of the agricultural South with 
the low-tariff Democrats. But 80 years 
dull memories and alter economic consid- 
erations. It has long been prepostcrous to 
assume that there is no important area of 
political disagreement in the South, as 
there is in the rest of the nation. 


Whole Region Has Suffered 


It ig no longer practicable for a South- 
erner to choose his political party in terms 
of where a man shall sit in a street car, 


It is the pressure of public opinion—in- 
side the South as well as out of it—that 
has made the enfranchisement of the Ne- 
gro inevitable. Whether or not that pres- 
sure is immediately reflected in federal 
legislation, it will sooner or later wear down 
many of those Southern political institu- 
tions which have served to set the region 
apart from the nation. 


It will have its effect, too, upon our so-. 


cial and economic institutions, although 
there is no reason to believe that segrega- 
tion itself will disappear in accordance with 
the impetuous schedule laid down by the 
National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. : 

Most students of Southern politics agree 
that the dismantling of the one-party sys- 
tem and the increasing participation of 
the Negro in public affairs belong on the 
credit side of the ledger. Certainly the 
white Southerner has been no less a vic- 
tim of his peculiar institution than the 
Negro; the practical results are written in 
every one of those dismal charts which 
record the relative standing of the states 
in per capita income, health and educa- 
tional attainment. 


Wisdom of the Voters 
We have felt the first birth pangs of 


political competition in the South, but the 


Dixiecrats were reluctant midwives, loath 
to abandon permanently the Democratic 


monopoly which has served them so well. 
It is one of the monumental ironies of our. 


time that these men, whose purpose was to 
prevent the Negro’s active political partici- 


' pation, have actually contributed materially 


to breaking down the party machinery that 
shackled ‘him. 

This is the reality underscored by the 
strange election of 1948: A great mass of 
ill-equipped voters are thrusting against the 
hard shell of the Southern political sys- 
tem, and it is cracking in many places. 

With the help of God and a few politi- 
cians, the South can, without serious dis- 
ruption, accommodate the millions of Ne- 
gro citizens who are beginning to exercise 
the powers conferred upon them 80 years 
ago. It is heartening that the voter, who 
often seems far wiser than the men he 
puts in office, apparently recognized the 
nature of the challenge before him when 
he went to the polls and made certain that 
the. Dixiecrats would be buried beneath 
Harry Truman’s landslide.

Between Book Ends 


Translated Into the Vulgar 


THE BIG FISHERMAN, by Lievd C. Dougles. 
(Houghton-Mifflin Co., Boston, S58! Pages, $3.75.) 
After this the least literate will not be 

excused for lacking acquaintance, of a sort, 
with the noblest literature, for it has been 
brought down to their level by Lloyd Doug- 
las, In “The Big Fisherman” the New Tes- 
tament has been translated into the vul- 
gate and the vernacular. The King James 
version has been reduced to the King Jim 
version. 

The big fisherman, of course, is Simon 
Peter .of the gospels, concerning whom 
much is in the writings which up to now 
have been regarded as sacred. Mr. Douglas 
tells us much more about him and others 
who lived in his day, the bad Romans, the 
good apostles and Jesus of Nazareth. This 
Jesus, as all the world knows, spake in 
parables, the bettcr to make truth Known. 
This Douglas writes in parodies, the bet- 
ter to make untruth sell in the market. 
place. A parody is poor exchange for a 
parable, 

What Mr. Douglas in his latest gospel 
novel has accomplished, if that is the right 
word for it, is to supply the big fisherman 
and the others with the colloquialisms of 
the twentieth century and the familiarities 
of the service clubs. Flippancies of our 
time drop glibly from the lips of person- 
ages who, we like to think, were above 
such infractions. Wisecracks impinge un- 
pleasantly upon the beauty of remembered 
texts. Names that have, through the cen- 
turies, been synonymous with dignity, John, 
Andrew, James, Joseph, have now become 
Johnny, Andy, Jimmie and Joe! 


Clumsily the scenes of ancient days are 
given a colloquial setting. Hannah, on an 
autumn day, rakes the leaves and rests a 
while on the stoop (why not gallery for the 
Southern trade?). Her neighbor, David the 
Sadducee, taking a walk, stops to gossip. 

Simon Peter comes from his fishing and 
one wouldn’t be surprised if he hailed with 
neighborly informality: “Hya, Dave, how’s 
tricks?” Douglas doesn’t go quite tHat far, 
but the effect is much the same, 

One day, for instance, 4 couple of noble 
Romans were making a few pages of con- 
versation for Mr. Douglas’ book, and one 


- of them speaks about Samson, who “made 


monkeys of the Philistines” until Delilah 

came along. “This Philistine girl,” we are 

told, “soon had the big clown eating out 

of her hand. When the time was ripe she 

betrayed him to her fellow countrymen and 

they took him into camp.” By such vivaci- 
ty Mr. Douglas 
brightens the pages 
of his book. 

Boy meets girl, of 
course.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 2 (AP)—The 
Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America took steps 
yesterday to speed fermation of 
a co-operative agency embracing 


nation. 
If the new group—kfiown as the 


National Council of Churches of 
Christ in the U. S. A—is formed, 
the federal council will lose its 
identity. National council mem- 
bers will co-operate on items of 
comm@h interest and concern. 
However, as in the federal coun- 
cil, each individual denomination 
will retain its autonomy. 

Other agencies considering af- 
filiation with the national coun- 
cil are the Foreign Missions Con- 
ference of North America, the 
International Council of Religious 
Education, Missionary Education 
Movement of the United States 
and Canada, National Protestant 
Council of Higher Education, 
United Council of Church Women 
and the United Stewardship Coun- 


} cil. 


Delegates to the convention vot- 
ed the executive council author- 
ity to determine how many mem- 
ber denominations must approve 
the merger before the federal 
council can join the national 
council. 

Approved by 17 Members. 

So far, 17 of the federal coun- 
cil’s 24 United States members 
have voted approval of the mer- 
ger. The 17 denominations have 
24,000,000 communicants, while the 
other seven have about 3,600,000 
communicants. The United Luther- 
an Church, with 1,776,000 mem- 


backed by A.D.A. were elected.

In Massachusetts the leader of 
A.D.A. was the distinguished Harv- 
ard historian, Prof. Arthur M 
Schlesinger Sr. He put together 
a highly effective team aimed to 
win votes from labor, the inde- 
pendents and the Wallaceites.

Walter Barker, 3533 Halliday 
avenue, graduate art student at 
State University of Iowa, has won 
the $200 City Art Museum pur- 
chase prize in the Eighth Annual 
Missouri Exhibition, it was an- 
nounced yesterday at a preview.

Barker, 27 years 
old, is the first student artist to 
win top prizes in successive Mis- 
souri shows. 

An Artist’s Explanation. 

In the new work, Barker ex- 
plained, only tops of crosses are 
visible because in the original 
scene jungle growth was steadily 
taking back its own. The artist 
said on a recent visit here that 
the graveyard represented to him 
a dynamic rather than a static 
force. He intended the picture to 
suggest the cycle of life, death, 
decay and resurrection or re-ani-

He added he had employed a 
mixture of techniques in oil and 
wax to try to convey his feeling 
about the cemetery through tex- 
tures and tones of the pigment it- 
self. The composition is made up

Among Top Atomic 
Scientists;“Loyalty Cli- 
mate’ Improved.

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. Dec. 
(UP)—The “loyalty climate” at 
the Oak Ridge national] laborato- 
ries has improved to the extent 
that resignations of top atomic 
ecien are becoming negligible, 
it was reported today. 

Spokesmen for the scientists and 
the laboratories agreed that mo- 
rale has reached a new high since 
September, when it was at per- 
haps its iowest ebb. But they 


reasoned differently about the 


drop in resignations. 


C. N. Rucker, executive director | 


of the laboratories, believed the 
scientists are “happier” because 
they are busier. He said so much 
research work is being done, the 


laboratories have had to establish 


priorities for the projects. 

‘Two Other Factors Cited. 

Ray W. Stoughton, an officer of 
the Association of Oak Ridge 
Scientists and Engineers, attrib- 
uted the improved morale to two 
additional factors: 

1. Wider use of “informa!” 
procedures of loyalty investiga- 
tion, which he said shifted the 
responsibility of providing proof 
from the scientist to the Atomic 
Energy Commission and _ the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

2. The election of a Demo- 
cratic Congress, together with 
the defeat of certain Republican 
members of the House un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee whom 
Stoughton’s group considers un- 
friendly to scientists. 

Stoughton said he knows of only 

“one or two” scientists who have 
quit since September, compared 
with the loss of about 40 per cent 
top-level physicists and chemists 
in the few months preceding. 

“Still Hiring People.” 

His association charged at that 
time that the 40 per cent walked 
out because of a feeling. that “at 
any time scientists may be at- 
tacked on flimsy or unsustained 
grounds.” None of them, he said, 
has been replaced. Rucker said 
only that “we are still hiring 
people.” 

Fewer formal loyalty hearings 
are held now, Stoughton said. Pre- 
viously, he said, scientists were 
brought before a loyalty board to 
defend themselves against “accu- 
sations of questionable reliability 
which later proved false.” Now, 
they are asked simply to give 
“leads” to information about char- 
acter and associations, putting the 
burden on the investigator. 

Stoughton reasoned that “what- 
ever pressure was being exerted 
against scientists” apparently has 
been removed by the recent defeat 
of Representatives Richard B. 
Vail (Rep.), Illinois, and John, 
McDowell (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
whom he singled out as notably 
inimical to scientists.

TAX EVASION CASES 
FOR COURT ACTION 
INCREASE TEN-FOLD 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C., Dec. 2 
(AP)—A 10-fold increase was re- 
ported today in income tax eva- 
sion cases referred to the Justice 
Department for criminal action. 

“In the last seven or eight 
years,” Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al Theron L. Caudle said, “tax 
evasion has, in a manner of speak- 
ing, matured as a crime in its 
own right.” 

In an address to the North Car- 
olina Association of Certified Pub- 
lic Accountants, the head of the 
Justice Department's tax division 
added:

Lawrence river to Erie, Pa., for 
example, where it can be trans- 
shipped by rail to Pittsburgh, you 
must go up the St.” Lawrence 
river, into Lake Ontario,, through 
the Welland Canal and across 
Lake Erie. The distance is about 
the same as from Duluth by way 
of Sault Ste. Marie and the De- 
troit river. 

But to do this the St. Lawrence 
must be made navigable for ships 
of economical size. There are 
canals which bypass the falls of 
the St. Lawrence, but thé capa- 
city of the existing canals:is no- 
‘where.near. what will be needed 
to handle the prospective ore traf- 
fic when the Pittsburgh and Gary 
milis become chiefly dependent on 
Labrador ore. 

Of course, it may be argued, 


‘| you could haul your ore out to 


sea through the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and bring it round to At- 
lantic ports for trans-shipment by 
rail. But this would mean a 
much longer rail haul from New 
York or Baltimore to Pittsburgh, 
to say nothing of the Chicago- 
Gary mills. One glib answer to 
this has been: Fine, we'll move 
the steel industry to the Atlantic 
coast. But that doesn’t make 
sense, for the steel industry is lo- 
cated near coal, not near iron. 
The iron comes to the coal, the 
bulk of the coal needed to make 
steel being many times the bulk 
of the iron. 
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Submarine Danger. 

Moreover, and from the national 
security viewpoint this is the cru- 
cial point at issue, any such ar- 
rangement-.would leave the very 
foundation of American power at 
the mercy of enemy submarines 
operating in. the’ open Atlantic. 
The narrow entrances of the Gulf 


of. St. Lawrence can be defended. 


against the ingress of enemy sub- 
marines much more satisfactorily 
than can ‘the long stretch of the 
Atlantic coast from Cape St. Bret- 
on to New York or Chesapeake 
Bay. 

So it gets back to this: ‘Within 
the next 10 years we are going 
to be dependent on high-grade 
Labrador iron ore for making 
steel. We must have a way to 
move this ore to existing steel 
mills, which are necessarily |lo- 
cated near major coal deposits. 
As a matter of basic economy, we 
must move ore by ship over as 
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great a distance as possible. As 
a matter of national security, we 
must move it by internal and un- 
exposed routes as far as possible. 

We can move Labrador ore 
economically and safely only by 
opening the St. Lawrence river 
as a waterway for large ships.

Combat Shots 


ARNER Brothers seems to be beating M.G:M.’s movie 
WY etereation of the stage hit “Command Decision” to th 
punch with a somewhat similar film of the problems of 
our Air Force in fighting the Germans in the late war. Called 
“FIGHTER SQUADRON,” it is ne at 

the FOX. 

What makes “Fighter Squadron” thrilling, 
at times breath-taking, are actual combat 
shots in color supplied by the Air Forces. 
Taken mostly by nose-cameras of fighter 
Planes in action, they give the spectator a 
dizzying sense of actual participation as 

the blue sky and the green earth reel and turn, the tracers 
burn into the tails of enemy fighters ahead and they ex- 
plode with bright crimson flashes into puffs of hurtling de- 
bris. Or as the fighters strafe airfields, sending up one parked 
plane after another in flames on a run, rake trains with 50- 
caliber bullets until they slowly wither and die like huge 
wounded animals, and send the awesome searing flashes of 
Napalm bombs into German concentrations. 

I'm afraid the down-to-earth sequences, although pleasant 
enough, never measure up to the combat shots and never suc- 
cessfully recreate the drama, tension and tragedy of war. This 
film takes up tactical and personnel problems of a fighter 
squadron, as “Command Decision” does for a bomber wing— 
differences about dropping extra gas-tanks when tackled by 
enemy fighters, going in first to surprise enemy fighters on 
the ground instead of sticking close to the bombers as eacorts, 
a rule about pilots not being allowed to marry, etc. 

But the accent is so much on derring-do, the devil-may- 
care approach, and standard comedy relief that it never 
reaches any definite dramatic tenseness nor climax. One 
never feels particularly moved by the deaths of pilots, as the 
action hardly slows down enough to let them sink in, In ° 
several cases, it is pretty unconvincing, as in the suggestion 
that the death of one pilot has made unsound air tactics by 
which a large number of enemy planes was shot down; the 
overdoing of a young scared pilot; and the suggestion that a 
pilot who dodged the rules and got married was shot down 
because he was thinking of his wife during an air battle. 

The performances, within the limits of the story and 
direction, are adequate enough, with Edmond O’Brien, Robert 
Stack, John Rodney, and Walter Reed as pilots, and Henry 
Hull as a very human major-general.

The Psychological Approach 


Film-goers saturated with Hollyweod mystery melodramas

Ambler has created an interesting atudy

bad bus accident. He is still tortured by a morbid guilt com- 
plex and a tendency towards suicide, and has the bad luck to 
become involved in the murder of the woman in the next 
room of a cheap hotel, Because of his mental record, the police 
are convinced the ch is guilty. So is everyone else except 
his loyal sweetheart, & | the chemist driven to desperation, 
almost accepts his own. ‘guilt and commits suicide before he 
manages to divert the one-track mind of the law ta the actual 
culprit. 

In spite of the tat eins is very little doubt from the start 
as to the identity of the murderer and suspense suffers thereby, 
the literate script has been molded with terse realism by Di- 
rector Roy Baker and is convincingly acted by a cast headed 
by John Mills (of “Great Expectation”) so that it is kept 
taut and arresting. And all without a pistol being pulled and 
with fist fights that last only one or two blows, in contrast to 
the usual brutality and gore.

It isn’t soaked in the 
flavoring as called for in many 
recipes. Soaked fruit has too 
great a softening effect on the 
finished icing. 


Creamy, soft butter icing with 
a sheen can be achieved through 
addition of fondant, the amount 
added left to the discretion of the 
cook. When the right amount 
has been worked in, the icing will 
retain the wavy swirls formed 
with quick, deft strokes of a knife 
and should glisten. Make up a 
batch of fondant to keep on hand, 
if you ice cakes often.

One and one-eighth cups sugar, 
one-third cup water, two egg 
whites (or one-fourth cup), pinch 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon cream of 
tartar, three tablepsoons confec- 
agg sugar, pressed down firm- 
y.

“The rights proclaimed in this 
declaration also apply to any per- 
gon belonging to the population of 
trust and nonself-governing terri- 
tories. 

This seems like a rather foolish 
article to me because the whole 
declaration says “everyone” and 
“every person” and “every human 
being,” and one would think that 

that covered even the 
people in the colonial areas. 


The Soviet group, however, lec- 
tures the rest of us on our treat- 
ment of minorities and contends 
thatt hey are the only people in 
the world who give equal rights 
really without discrimination to all 
the peoples that form the Soviet 
Union. Because they have several 
different peoples within the orbit 
of their nation, the Yugoslavs also 
claim that for the first time — 
since the new government under 
Marsha] Tito came into power— 
they are able to — real equal- 
ity to all these peoples.

JACKSON EATING LUNCH ON A DINER WITH THE REST OF THE YALE CREW, EN ROUTE TO A GAME. 
SAID A YALE COACH, CONSCIOUSNESS OF JACKSON'S COLOR DISAPPEARED THE DAY HE MET THE BOY,

NEW HAVEN, Conn.—Unhap- 
pily for the wholesome tradition 
of Horatio Alger, the most critical 
perivd in the life of Levi Jackson 
was his months as a bartender. - 

Jackson, the 22-year-old Negro 
who was elected captain of the 
Yale football team, was still 
breathless today about the signal 
honor that has projected him onto 
page one from coast to coast. 

“Gee,” he said, again and again. 
“Jeepers.” 

He was reading the telegrams 
that were pouring in, congratulat- 
ing him. Most of them came from 
Yale alumni. Some came from 
the general public. One came from 
the staff of the Harvard Crimson. 

And between gasps of appreci- 
ation and unbelief, young Jackson 
told how his career was shaped 
despite his own misgivings 
through the encouragement of his 
own Mr. Chips. 


The big event of Nis life, inci- 
dentally, was his entrance to Yale, 
His later fame as Yale’s first 
Negro football star, and his cli- 
mactic elevation as captain of the 
1949 squad were by-products of 
that initial achievement. 


As a Boy Scout in his native 
New Haven, Jackson acted as a 
messenger at the college football 
games. Yale Bowl became fa- 
miliar territory. 


He had another connection with 
Yale. His father, George Wash- 
ington Jackson, has been a house 
chef at the university for 30 years. 

But Levi never had the courage 
to entertain his latent ambition 
to matriculate at this ivy clad 
citadel of the wealthy. 


“I always thought of Yale as a 
rich kids’ school, ” Jackson says 
with a somewhat inarticulate 
modesty that has none of the 
“Uncle Tom” about it. “I just 
didn’t dream of going to Yale.” 


Then came New Haven high 
school, where Jackson was a foot- 
ball star. In high school Jackson 
found the Mr. Chips who steered 
his life into fruitful channels. He 
was Reginald Root, former fresh- 
man football coach at Yale, now 
coach at New Haven high. 


“He was a swell guy. I'll never 
forget him,” says Jackson. “He 
kept teliing me I could go to Yale, 
He kept telling me, ‘You set your 
sails for it, and: you’ll make it.’”

T is at this point in the history 
| ot Levi Jackson that his bar- 

tending phase appears. When 
he graduated from high school. in 
1945, he went in the Army, and 
was stationed at Fort Lee, near 
Petersburg, Va. From December, 
1945, until he was discharged in 
July, 1946, Jackson was a bar- 
tender in the officers’ club at 
Fort Lee. 


“I boned up hard on that. bar- 
tending job for the college board 
exams,” Jackson says. “I was 
pretty good at math, but weak in 
E:inglish, but studied both subjects. 


I sent home and got a gram- 
mar that we used in high school, 
and I used to keep this book un- 
der that bar and study it. I'd 
tend bar from noon to 5 and then 
have a two-hour layover, and work 
again from 7 until midnight. 


“That English book, the first 
part of it had all the words, the 
second part had grammar, punc- 
tuation, and all that. I’d read it 
at work, and really work hard at 
it on the off period in the after- 
noon, and after church on Sunday. 

“Saturdays I didn’t study. Sat- 
urday is a busy day in the army. 
The officers quit at noon.” 


Jackson took his entrance exams 
with flying colors, during a 15-day 
furlough, and was discharged 
from the Army in time to enroll 
as a Yale freshman in 1946, with 
assistance from the G.I. bill. 


The football star lives with his 
mother and father in a modest 
one-story frame house in West 


Hill, a mixed housing development 


on the edge of New Haven. He 
takes a bus to school every day. 

The Yale coach, Herman Hick- 
man, a southerner, says that his 
consciousness of Jackson’s color 
disappeared the first day he met 
the boy. 3

When it was suggested that 
Jackson led a charmed life for 
never having suffered a_ single 
humiliating experience from big- 
ots, he replied simply. 

“I guess it just goes to show 
that the best guys in the world 
go to Yale.” 

Then with a flash of pleasant 
recollection, Jackson turned to a 
Yale official in the room, and ex- 
plained happily: 

“Remember Cotty? Nobody 
would ever know he was a mil- 
lionaire.” 

How did Jackson’s parents react 
to his famc? 

“My father, he really got a kick 
out of it,” he said. 

“My mother, she’s very proud.” 

The big-framed, 190- pound 
Negro lad, who looked very “Joe 
College” in a tweed jacket, tan 
slacks and moccasins, let his eyes 
drift again to the sheaf of tele- 
grams he was holding i- his hand. 

“Gee,” he said. “Jeepers.” 

Jackson began his scholastic 
career at Branford High School, 
in nearby suburban Branford on 
the shore of Long Island Sound. 
He moved with his family to New 
Haven midway through his sopho- 
mote year. This was in 1942. 

From this anonymous entrance 
into the life and times of tradi- 
tionally staid and provincial New 
Haven, Levi’s rise to fame was 
sharp, quick and clean. 

Coming from a modest home, 
his family includes his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Jackson, 
now of 85 Rock Creek road, in 
neighboring Hamden; an. older 
brother, and four sisters. Levi did 
well enough to qualify scholastic- 
ally in the top third of his class 
at New Haven’s big 4000-student 
Hillhouse High School at which 
he matriculated in 1942 after com- 
ing from gegen 


By the turn of fall, 1943, when 
he played his first football for 
Hillhouse, Jackson was already 
one of the most popular men in 
his class. And ‘at this point, of 
course, such admiration from his 
fellows wasn’t based on gridiron 
fame, since he came to New Ha- 
ven with little or no high school 
athletic past. 

It only took the even-tempered 


youngster two games to stamp his 
cleated brogans permanently in 
the public eye. Long before he 
considered entering Yale, New 
Haveners remember the perform- 
ance he put on in Yale’s huge, 
gray bowl, his present stamping 
grounds, on Nov. 25, 1943. 


Then playing for Hillhouse, 
Jackson scampered for six touch- 
downs, set up two others with 
passes and gained a total of 272 
yards on 19 carries for an individ- 
ual game average of 14.3 yards per 
try. New Haven had seen few 
moleskinners like this boy, but the 
thing that really made him a star 
was his becoming modesty. 


Where more susceptible young- 
sters, especially with Jackson’s 
background, might have gone over- 
board, he kept plugging along his 
unassuming way, intent on doing 
his best at everything.

OOT, who was coaching the 
Hillhouse team at that time 
and who subsequently coached 
at Yale for three years. before 
leaving with Howard Odell for 
the University of Washington, 
convinced his pleasant-faced Ne- 
gro protege to shift his courses. 
Root told Jackson he owed it to 
both his family and himself to at 
least change his course to allow 
for the possibility of going to col- 
lege if such an opportunity arose, 
In December of 1944, Jackson 
switched from a commercial or 
business course to a pre-college 
academic setup.
